Gladstone’s scheme, whether you look at Fred- 
erick Harrison’s meagre figures against Sir 
John Labboeck in the London University Divis- 
ion, or Justin MeCarthy's defeat by Mr. Lewis 
in 7 or the result in almost any 
other test case. Above the actual returns, 
whether chauging votes in the new House or 
not, stands the damning fact that in almost 
every case the figures show an inorease in the 
Tory and opposition vote, the results in Edin- 
burg, Newcastle, and some other exceptional 
places to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The leaders of the Irish party 
tonight, while not altogether disheartened, 
are wholly avery because of the side issues 
which have caused or helped to cause the de- 
feat, such as John Bright's desertion and an- 
noying attitude, Joseph Chamberiain’s artful 
reticence, and the Marquis of Hartington's un- 
commonly active canvass, conducted with 
uiterior purposes. But all give credit to the 
men who bave fought the fight on Mr. 
Gladstone’s side. The fallure of Sir Charles 
Dilke in Chelsea, like some other defeats, was 
owing more to local and side issues than to the 
vital questions of the day. 

The listlesness of the voters and the public 
of London, of which I have spoken in previous 
dispatches, has now disappeared. The seifish 
Conservatives of London, believing that they 
see victory ou) are now proving themselves 
as capable of demonstrations leading to dis- 
order and violence as the riotous element of 
avy Irish city. Fleet street at midnight was 
as lively as Broadway at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. At the Daily Telegraph office 
the returns were displayed under an electric 
light after the theatres and public-houses bad 
closed, and wild shouts went up from the 
throng there assembied as the reports ot suc- 
cessiye Tory victories appeared.

yet been officially promulgated was alleged to 
be due to the fact that R would be better to 
wait until it bas been fully determined 
whether the Chicago & Atlantic would join 
the pool or not. It transpires, however, that 
tnt was not the reason for withholding the 
new percentages, but is due to the fact 
that two of the roads are so greatly dissatisfied 
with the new award that they have appealed 
from the decision of the arbitrators and asked 
fora reopening of the question. The rules 
provide that roads may appeal from the de- 
cision of the arbitrators and ask for a rehear- 
mg if they can show that ali the facts relating 
to the matter have not been considered by the 
arbitrators, or if new facts are discovered that 
may prove that the roads are entitied to a 
larger share of the business. In accordance 
with the appeals by the two roads above re- 
terred to Arbitrators McMullin, Cable. and 
Potter have decided to hold a session at Com- 
missioner Bianchard’s office today and hear 
the arguments of the roads, for reopening 
the question of east-bound pereentages. If it 
ig decided to reopen the question it will proba- 
bly take until the end of this month before the 
new award will be ready for promulgation. It 
is doubtful, bowever, that the arbitrators will 
reopen the question and undergo another 
ordeal in coming to a conclusion, as they have 
taken great pains to arrive at a correct con- 
clusion im the first place. Besides, by reopen- 
mg the question and making a new awand it is 
by no means certain that some of the roads 
would again appeal and ask for another re- 
bearing, and thus the arbitrators might be 
kept busy for an indefinit period. a 


a Jury for the Purpose of Trying the 

Festive Anarchists. : 

Dr. Ernst Schmidt, espouser of the cause of 
the Anarchists, sat beside August Spies in 
Judge Gary’s court yesterday and the two 
whispered mutual confidences during the fore- 
noon. Parsons held in his hands neariy all 
day a four-page circular, across the title-page 
of which was printed in big black letters the 
word Anarchist.“ He flaunted this labeled 
bandbill in the face of the court and lawyers. 
There were present the usual number of the 
Anarchist relatives, and among other visitors 
was recognized County Commissioner Lynn. 

There were examined during the day thirty- 
one jurors, of whom twenty-nine were excused 
for cause and the other two peremptorily by 
the defense. So far the defense has exhausted 
eighty-eight of its 160 peremptory challenges. 
and the total number of jurors examined up 
to date is 587. Two of the defendants’ counsel 
wanted John H. Phillips as a juror, but the 
other and Spies did not, and he was perempto- 
rily challenged. Mr. Phillips said he was not 
in the slightest degree prejudiced against An- 
archists, Socialists, or Communists so long as 
they did not break the law. When John Heide 
was called the defegse challeng2d the array of 
jurors on the greund that the new panel from 
which Mr. Heide was the first man calied had 
not been drawn from tne County Commission- 
ers’ jury list. The challenge was overruled 
and Heide was rejected. 

“I have no use for Anarchists, Communists, 
or Socialists,’’ said James E. Field. I belong 
to the great common berd who work for their 
bread, but I’m not a trades-union man.” He 
was challenged peremptorily by the defense.

A CONSTANT TEMPTATION TO EXTRAVA- |: 


Senator Beck showed the quality of his 
statesmanship when, in the discussion of the 
River and Harbor bill, he said “he didn’t 
care whether it appropriated $10,000,000, 
$15,000,000, or $20,000,000, so long as the 
money was properly spent.” The Govern- 
ment, he said, had too much money on hand 
already, and in Senator Beck’s view the wise 
course would be to adopt almost any scheme 
to vote it out of the Treasury vaults and 
„get it into cireulation.” As the average 
Congressman invariably considers public. 
money properly spent” when it reaches 
the pockets of any of his constituents, Sen- 
ator Beck, in effect, takes the ground that 
Congress will be justified in voting away the 
surplus in pension grabs, public building 
steals, and river and harbor swindles. The 
chief need being to get the money into cir- 
culation,” Mr. Beck would probably esteem 


as public benefactors a gang of cracksmen 


who would plunder the Treasury and bring 
forth the hoarded surplus; but as such a 
method of expanding the currency cannot be 
directly advocated, the Kentucky Senator 
favors a Congressional raid. 

As a further reason for opening the Treas- 
ury vaults Mr, Beck showed that the surplus 
was larger now than under the previous Ad- 
ministration and was steadily increasing. It 
seemed impossible to reduce tariff taxation, 
and, as the money continued to roll in, Mr. 
Beck was determined to get it out and would 
not stickle over an item of $10,000,000 in an 
appropriation bill. Granting all Senator 
Beck says as to the impolicy of locking hun- 
dreds of millions in the Treasury, it would 
seem that a Government heavily in debt 
could get any surplus money in circulation 
without expending it on contactors, jobbers, 
and spurious claimants. Why not use the 
surplus as far as possible to reduce the pub- 
lie debt and cut off the interest on 
bonds? In order to “get the money 
into circulation” it is not necessary 
to squander it in jobs and steals, but if used 
for the payment of the public debt it will re- 
duce the burdens of the Government and 
pass into the hands of the people.” Yet 
by refusing to call in bonds and stop interest 
when it could do so the Administration has 
piled up an enormous surplus which is a con- 
stant temptation to wasteful appropriations 
and an apology for unprecedented grabs. 
The people are not deceived by the cry of 
‘sham economy —a phrase of which cer- 
tain of the Washington correspon dents are 
particularly fond. They want surplus rev-. 
enues applied to the payment of the public 
debt and not stolen. Perhaps a year hence 
it may be better understood that the people 
desire Congress to practice all the honest 
“economy” it can and diminish surplus 
revenues by lightening taxes. 


THE BOOM IN PRODUCE. 

Our produce markets have at last shaken 
off the weakness that bound them down for. 
so many months and have become active as 
well as strong. Within the last ten days 
wheat has advanced 7 cents, corn 2 cents, 


and oats 4 cents per bushel; while, dating. 


from a little further back, pork has risen 
$1.50 per barrel, short-rib middles 1 cent 
and lard % cent per pound. The improve- 
ment in provisions is traceable to a much bet- 
ter demand for consumption in Europe and 
in our own Southern States. That in grain 
is largely due to the persistent drouth in the 
West—the rainfall of the last two months 
having been scarcely half the average quan- 
tity due to the season. 

A wide difference of opinion exists in 
| regard to the effects of so much dry weather, 
but the only question is as to the extent of 
the damage. The fact itself is not doubted 
by anybody in the West. Our crop of winter 
wheat has been reduced in yield from what it 
would have been with a good season, but, 
including California, the aggregate will be at 
least 50,000,000 bushels greater than. that of 
last year. And this is practically out of the 
way. The great difficulty is with the spring 
wheat, which forms the staple crop of the 
great Northwest. Whether the decrease in 
that crop be in the neighborhood of 50,000,000 
bushels, or from a half to two-thirds of that 
quantity, depends largely upon the weather of 
the next few days. A general rain now would 
be of immense service in the more northerly 
part of the area. A little fell there during 
Monday, and the report of the fact created a 
little diversion of sentiment yesterday, but 
it appears to have been only local show- 
ers,” though at one or two points a great 
deal of water fell in a few minutes. In re- 
gard to rye and oats the damage may be con- 
sidered as done already, and’ there is not 
much room for a material improvement in 


barley, while a little more leeway in time | 


remains for corn. It is well known that the 
corn crop is able to take care of itself in dry 
weather after it has formed leaves enough 
to give protection to the roots, but it has not 


had moisture sufficient, to enable it to reach 


that stage, except in favored. areas, and it 
will be too late to hope for a vigorous growth 
if the needed rain be not soon supplied. 


There is thus good reason for ge OF 


in the prices of the farm products of* the 
West. They have been depressed to very 
near the lowest prices ever known since they 
began to find a market in Chicago for ship- 
ment to the East, This depression was sup- 
posed to be warranted by the fact of large 
crops two years ago, which left us with a big

* GLADSTONE PROBABLY DEFEATED. 
Fuller reports of the pollings in the British 


boroughs Monday are more favorable to Mr. 


Gladstone than. the fragmentary ones re- 
ceived early yesterday morning, and indicate 


that while Scotland may not offset the Tory 


gains in the small English boroughs it main- 
tains a steady loyalty to Liberal principles. 
Glasgow, which was reported at first to have 
elected only three Gladstonian candidates, 
really elects four, one of the sitting Liberal- 
Unionist. members, Mitchell Henry, having 
been defeated by a Gladstonian; and, better 
than all, Mr. Goschen, who was reported 
elected in Edinburg, is badly beaten by his 
Gladstonian opponent, Mr. Wallace, a clever 
London barrister. Goschen has been the 
most virulent of Mr. Gladstone’s critics, even 
more bitter than Mr. Bright, and he is the 
brains of the Liberal seceders. . His over- 
whelming defeat is highly significant, One 
of his Liberal-U nionist colleagues in the rep- 
resentation of the Scotch Capital, Mr. John 
Wilson, is also defeated by a Home-Ruler, 
while the only seceder from that city who 


retains his seat does so after a desperate 


struggle and by a meagre majority. 
Mr. Childers, Mr. Gladstone’s Home Sec- 
retary, is reslected from South Edm- 
burg by an old-time majority. These 
victories throw into the shade the 
solitary reverse in Glasgow, where Baird, 
the head of the great iron and shipbuilding 
house, ousts a weak supporter of the Pre- 


mier. Mr. John Morley is reélected by an 


increased majority in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
and carries with him a steady Liberal col- 


league, Mr. Stansfield. Another member of 


the Gladstone Cabinet is reélected by an in- 
creased majority in Halifax, and Sir Charles 
Russell saves his seat in Hackney, ugh 
only by a scratch. Thesa events 2 to 
dispel the gloom of early yesterday morning, 
dut they are not indicative of success for the 
Home-Rulers. The London burgs have 
failed to respond to Mr. Gladstone's appeal 
save in two instances, which cannot compen- 
sate for the defeat of Sir Charles Dilke and 
Prof. Thorold Kogers. 

There is no good reason to hope that the 
English counties will do better for Mr. Glad- 
stone than they did last December. Indeed, 
the chances are that they will not do so well. 
Some of the divisions in the Southern and 
Eastern shires were won from the Tories by 
cadets of old landlord families, the protégés 
of the Marquis of Hartington. They voted 
against the Home-Rule bill. and are now 
standing as Liberal-Unionist candidates with 
Tory support. The chances are that they 
will be elected over Gladstonian candidates. 
The season is unfavorable to the Premier. 
Hodge is harvesting now at big wages. He 
114 the 
Irish candidates. Jesse Collings, whom 
many Hodges regard as a friend, advises 
them to vote for the Tories and Liberal- 
Unionists, The advice may be taken in 
many instances. The chances are, /there- 
fore, that Mr. Gladstone will lose, rather 
than gain, in the English shires. His only 
gains so far have been in Scotland, in a few 
mining districts in.the north of England, 
and in Manchester, Leeds, and Live 


These have been more than offset by the 


losses already referred to. Then it must be 
remembered that Mr. Gladstone’s party was 
in a minority of thirty at the dissolution. He 
should have gained sixteen seats to have 
overcome the adverse majority. So far he 
has lost rather than gained. 


MILWAUKEE ANARCHISTS CONVICTED. 
The trial of the Milwaukee Anarchists— 


Hirth, Simon, and Palm—began last Wednes- 
day, and within twenty-four bours a jury was 
secured, when 120 men had been examined as 
to their qualifications. The trial proceeded 
rapidly and the case was given to the jury 
Saturday afternoon, and, although two ob- 
stinate jurors threatened for a time to cause 


+ amiscarriage of justice, they were brought 


over by their fellows and a verdict of , guilty 
was announced Sunday. Thus in about one- 
fourth the time Judge Gary has been en- 
gaged in an unavailing attempt to secure a 
jury for the trial of the Chicago Andrchists 
the Raw Reds” of Milwaukee have 
been brought to dar, tried, con- 
victed. I he Milwaukee Sentinel justly says 
the results reached in that city ‘‘ will prove 
a serious warning to mischievous cranks.“ 
The Milwaukee case contrasts strongly with 
the judicial farce now enacting in Judge 
Gary’s court, and all the more so because the 
need for a speedy execution of the law was 
vastly greater in this city. The crime of the 
Milwaukee Anarchists was comiwitted during 


the labor troubles in May, but it amounted 


only to attempts to incite riot, not to 
actual murder. It is doubtful whether 
under the laws of this State Hirth, Simon, 
and Palm could have been visited with any 
punishment whatever. Yet simply because 
they made fruitless attempts to incite riot 
they were put on trial and convicted inside 
of five days, while the Chicago Anarchists, 


sniffing bouquets and watching the Vain ef- 
forts to impanel a jury. The contrast is a 
serious reflection upon our methods of crim- 
inal procedure.

EXTRAVAGANCE AT COLLEGES. 

President Eliot of Harvard and Mr. Sal- 
tonstall, President of the alumni, at the last 
alumni dinner did excellent work in de- 
nouncing so plainly and foreibly under- 
graduate extravagance at that university. 
The evil is a great one not only in its effects 
upon the young spendthrifts themselves but 
also asa bad example to the Bons of poorer 
parents who make sacrifices to send their 


boys to college. It is, moreover,a growing 


evil in the larger American colleges, and espe- 
cially those near or in the midst of great cities 
like Harvard, Yale, and Princeton, with the 
neighboring temptations held out by Boston, 
New Haven, and New York. It has grown 
to such proportions at the three colleges 
mentioned that itis quite time to call a halt 


and for the faculties if . to devise 


some means ot abating it. 

It has been said that it is as difficult for a 
poor man to go through Harvard as fora 
camel to go through the needle's eye. While 
this is not strictly true, it is a fact that the 
erection of expensive buildings, 


P 


The later buildings of this character at Har- 
vard and Yale occupy almost all the ayail- 


able space in the college grounds, to the ex- j 


elusion of students even of moderate means, 
while those who are actually poor are left 
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with elab- 
orate suites of rooms for undergraduates, 


older and less expensive buildings, which are 
far from sufficiently commodious to supply 


travagance of these buildings rents in town 
houses in the convenient vicinity of the col- 
leges are raised out of all proportion to actual 
values. College authorities owe it to them- 
selves to devise measures which shall tend to 
avoid this source of extravagance, so long 
fostered. by them. The inevitable re- 
sult is that parents who cannot afford 
tlie maximum are driven by considerations 
of tile impressionability of youth to send 
their sons to smaller colleges, where there are 
fewer temptations, but at the same time un- 
fortunately very many fewer advantages. 
With their great wealth and resources it is 
the primal duty of the leading colleges to 
pave a way to learning for the poor as well as 
the rich. Scholarship endowments alone can- 
not accomplish this. Extravagance and its 
examples must be abated. 

While the voluntary recitation system at 
Harvard has proved beneficial in advancing 
the standard of scholarship—and the system 
is finding its way into other colleges—it is a 
question if other liberties of undergraduates 
should not be more restricted than they are 
now. There may be said to be more liberty 
at Harvard, Yale, and Princeton than at the 
English universities. It is all very well to 
talk of treating college boys as men In every 
way, but they do not always conduct them- 
selves as men. 

If there is one place in the world where 
community of facilities should be maintained 
it is at an American college. 

MUGWUMP JOURNALISM IN NEW YORK. 

The one definit and tangible result of the 
Pan-Electric investigation by the House of 
Representatives appears to be a windy war 
of words between the New York Sun and 
the New York Times, taking up much of the

Mr. Ingalls made the coint of order that the 
paragraph was new legislation. This was not 
a bill to buy cauals, The item was general 
legislation not connected with the bill. The 
Chair overruled the point of order, bolding 
that as the amendment was reported by a 
standing committee (the Committee on Co m- 
merce) and in pursuance of an estimate of the 
head of the War Department 14 was in order, 

Mr. Edmunds made a new point, that this 


commercial transaction (the buying of private |. 


property) bad nothing to do with the gederal 
scope of this bill, which was for. improving 
rivers and barbdors. It was theretore irrele- 
vant. The Chair submitted the question of 
relevancy to the Senate and the amendment 
was decided to be relevant and in order—yeas 
31, nays 9. Mr. Edmunds the amend- 
ment. He said at least 000. acres. ot 
land in that — — n (and he did not know bow 
much more) had been granted to the State of 
Wisconsin to build this canal, and now the 
Government was asked to buy the property 
which it had already paid for, sg the reason 
(as he supposed), first, that would bea 
refuge to mariners; and, nd, a refuge to 
the stockholders. He put it in that way so as 
to be polite. 

Mr. Ingalls characterized the amendment as 
„an impudent and shameless private 8 
tion.“ It was an oid custom, an and 
venerable corner. But he had no — that 
by means of combinations that had been 
formed this gratuity and donation. of $150,000 
would be given to this company for a work on 
which the company said it had no further pe- 
euniary interest.

Mr. Butler asked whether he was to under- 
stand that the company did not desire to sell. 

Mr. McMillan replied that so far as the Com- 
mittee on Commerce knew that was 60..

Mr. McMillan suggested that private prop- 
erty was constantly taken for public use. That 
was being done now for a library site in Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Sawyer stated in reference to a remark 
ot Mr. lngails that he did not now or ever own 
any interest in the canal company. — 

Mr. Edmunds analyized the reports and ac 
counts of the canal company in order to sbow 
that as the matter now stood the property 
was paid for—and paid for by tae United 
States, except as to the sum of $61,000, bemg 
the amount actually paid in on stock; and on 
account of that the company bad $22,000 cash 
on hand. At least that was the condition of 
things four years ago, when the last report of 
the company was printed. 

Mr. Ingalis showed from the company’s re- 
port that the directors had voted to then- 
selves $45,000 of stock for services rendered 
and expenses incurred prior to the time when 
the canal was commenced. He characterized 
this transaction as absolute larceny—as so 
much money deliberately stolen by the d. 
rectors. There was no public record of what 
the company bad realized from the 200,000 acres 
of valuable pine lands granted by the United 
States, although the act of Congress required 
an account to be rendered of the proceeds of 
these lands. 

The company had presented a -simulated 
and fabricated account of $202,796 for moneys 
paid to its own directors and officers. They 
were items built up oat of moonshine and fog, 
and be was surprised that the Chairman of the 
Committee on Commerce would put forward 
such an account as a foundation for reporting 
this amena ment. 

Mr. Conger -.replied to the speeches of Sen- 
ators Edmunds and Ingalls and compiained that 
the latter Senator had held up to the country the 
Committee on Commerce as not only untrue to 
ite trusts but also as remarkably ignorant. He 
thought it a pity that the Senator from Kansas 
could not get away from his arduous duties 
on the District of Columbia Committee and 
give the Committee on Commerce the benefit 
of his vast erudition. As to the vote of stock 
to the directors, Mr. Conger declared that the 
stock never was worth, and never could be 
worth, the snapof a flager. He was not a 
special advocate of the amendment except as 


it was for the general interest of the people 


along the whole chain of lakes. This was the 

only harbor of refuge for an extent of proba- 
bly 150 miles of the worst coast on Lake Mich- 
ian. The appropriation for a harbor of ref- 
uge at Buritigton, Vit., eould be doubled in 
this bill. Storms migtit get upon Lake Cham- 
plain—boys with bellows could start them 
at any time—but God makes the storms 
on Lake Michigan, and men tremole. 
And yet it was the item for this harbor of 
refuge that was now attacked. Without fear 
of contradiction from Senators or from the 
press, be asserted that there was no committee 
in the Senate which came to the performance 
of its duties with more painstaking care or 
more conscientiousness than the Committee 
on Commerce. 

Mr. Muller also defended the Committee on 
Commerce for its action m reporting che 
amendment. He had never been indicted for 
a heinous crime; but when be listened to the 
speeches of the Senators from Vermont and 
Kansas be felt as if be and other members of 
the Committee on Commerce might find them 
selves in prison before night. There was 
no more important work in the un- 
try, considering its cost, than this 0 12 
and it was of great importance to 
make it free to all the commeree of 
the lakes. He denied that there was a charge 
in the company’s accounts that was not ver- 
fectly legitimate. He believed it a wise policy 
for the Government to become the owner of 
these canals. It had dene so in several cases— 
notably in the canal at. Louisville and at the 
falls of the Onio River.

Fifteen 
thousand Russian troops have passed through 
Odessa and are mase ing in Bessarabia. 


The German Government Will Take Charge 
of the Construction of the Channel to the 
Baltic—Luitpold of Bavaria Refuses to Ac- 
cept the Resignation of His Cabinet. 
BERLIN, July 6.— Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 

to The Tribune.}—The German Government 

has finally concluded to take charge of the 
construction of the channel between the Ger- 
man Ocean and the Baltic, In connection 
therewith the Government will for the first 
time inaugumte the new economic system, 
comprising the establishment of laborers’ 
accident and life insiirance funds, the erection 
of laborers’ cottages, dining-rooms, savings 

banks, ete. . 

The Prince Regent of Bavaria bas refused to 
accept the resignations of the members oi his 
Cabinet. He wrote them a letter thanking 
them warmly for the assistance which they 
had lent him ata critical period and express- 
ing the hope that they would further continue 
to do their best for the welfare of the country. 

The slingerfest at Heilbronn is largely at- 
‘tenaed by numerous singing societies from all 
over the country. Among the guests were 
members of the royal court of Wirtemberg. 
The Guttenberg Society of Stuttgart carried 
off the first prize. 


At Potsdam seven small farm-houses were 


destroyed by fire today. The Crown Prince 
bravely assisted in saving lives and property. 
The papers still continue commenting on the 
Russiao-Bulgarian difficulties. The Turkish 
Government nas sent a reply to the protesting 
note of Russia declaring that it would take 
steps against Bulgaria only in concert with che 
Olwwer Powers. 
Published returns show a large number of 
persons that received State or parochial relief 
in Prussia during the last year, the number 
assisted being more than 8% per cent of the 


population. 


Borsig's railway works in Berlin, which are 
the oldest of the kind on the Continent, baving 
been founded in 1838, will shortly be closed 
owing to continued loss arising from low 
prices. 

The total number of. persons who emigrated 
from Germany from January to May, both in- 
clusive, is 33,977. This is a large decrease as 
compared with the figures for the correspond- 
ing period of 1885. . 


De Lesseps, the Canal, and the Committee. 

PARIS, July 6.—M. de Lesseps told the Pan- 
ama Oanal Committee that ft was possible to 
complete a level canal in three years at.a cost of 
600,000,000 franes, but he added that he had 
not come to a definit decision yet. He said 
he would act according.to the uirements of 
science. In regard to a canal th locks, as 
advocated by M. Jacquire, he thought such a 
canal could only be temporary; that ultimate- 
ly a level canal would be required. 

M. Dmgler, an engineer, stated that he cal- 
culated that the annual receipts of the canal 
company would be 6,000,0v0 francs, or 15 francs 
per ton.

Rome, July 6.—The choiera returns today 
are as follows: Brindiei, 11 new cases, 7 deaths;

Of 
the total number fifty died of cholera infan- 
tum, twenty-five of consumption, nineteen of 
infantile convulsions, twenty-three by vio- 
lence, anc fourteen in public iustitutions. The 
largest number of deaths occurred in the 
Fourteenth Ward, which returned forty-six, 


while the First Ward returned not a Single 


death. The Sixth Ward returned thirty-two, 
the Eighth twenty-one, the Fifth thirty-one, 
and the Fifteenth twenty. The annual death 
rate per 1,000 inhabitants was 28.77 


Mayor Harrison Stands Up for His Fourth 
of July. 

It was a very jolly one and a very joyous 
one. said Mayor Harrison when asked what 
he thougut of his Fourth. “There were a 
great many accidents, but not so many as 
there bave been, and nearly all were due to 
violations of my restrictions. The fires were 
frequent, but they were in alleys.. Marshal 
Swenie agrees with me that it is better to give 
permission, as there are fewer fires and the 
noise and danger are sooner over. I couldn't 
give reasons in my prociamation. If the news- 
papers would explain why such and such things 
sbould not be done the people could be edu- 
cated on the subject. Adults seemed to get 
as much enjoyment out of the display 
as the boys. 1 think the people ought 
to be very well satisfied. Some 
nervous ones would de dissatisfied at 
snything. There is no use in attempting to 
stop fireworks. They will be shot off in one 
way or another. I did hope that Sunday, for 
which there was no permit, would be quiet, 
but it wasn’t, and the police couldn't catch the 
offenders. Next year the papers sbould try to 
induce the people to have their joilification on 
certain streets, and to keep the boys out of 
alieys and stop them from using pistols and 
guns. I gave the police orders to arrest all 
violators, and while weapons were used by 
some it was not done to the same extent as 
formerly.”

| CASE OF THE WOMEN’S HOSPITAL VS. 


THE NEWBERRY ESTATE. 


Judge Blodgett Decides that It Shall Go to 


the State Court for Trial—Particulars of 


the Suit—Only One Bidder Found for the 
Jeffery Printing Company Property—A 
High Assessment on Property for Dam.- 
ages—Two Estates. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday decided the mo- 
tion to remand in the case of The People ex rel. 
the Chicago Hospital for Women and Children 
against Enos Johnson, the administrator of 
the estate of the late John B. Newberry, to re- 
cover abont $80,000. The daugater of Mrs. 
Newberry at her death gave her estate to her 
mother on condition that the latter should first 
made a will giving any remainder on ber own 
decease to some charitable institution. The 
mother refused, and claimed and obtained the 
estate as sole heir of her daughter. The Wom- 
en’s Hospital claims to be the devisee intended 
by the daughter as the recipient of ber bounty, 
and sues to recover the amount of the daugh- 
teres estate remaining on the death of the 
mother. The Judge held the suit was brought 
by the State, and by the law the State was 
not a foreign resident. so as to entitle a party 
to a removal to the Federal Court; also that 
Enos Jotfnson, the administrator, was a trustee 
of the estate, and a necessary party to the lit- 
igation. The contest therelore was between 
parties of the same State, and the suit must be 
remanded to the State Court. 


The Jeffery Printing Company. 

In the case of the J. W. Butler Paper Com- 
pany against the John B. Jeffery Printing 
Company, the receiver, George T. Pomeroy, 
filed a report yesterday before Judge Shepard 
representing that in accordance with the order 
of court be had advertised for bids for the 
printing Company property, and bad been in 
bis office all tne time daily during office hours 
to receive bids. The only bid received, 
however, was that of D. K. Tenney, 
who, as trustee for the First National 
Bank, Emma J. Jeffery, Burr Kobbins, and the 
W. O. Tyler Paper Company, had bid $75,000 
for the property and leasenold interest. The 
bid was ordered+to be accepted unless abjec 
tions are filed by Monday next. 

The transcript of the record in the case was 
filed yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court, and on application to Judge Biodgetr 
leave was given to file and docket the case 
without prejudice to any motion to remand.

Washington Letter: There are 4,000 women 
in the Government Departments at Wasbing- 
ton, and among them are some of the 
best-looking and most intelligent ladies 
of the Capital. They come, as a rule, 
from good families. Many of them are 
the widows of noted Generals, the daimh- 
ters of ex-Governors and  ex-Congress- 
men, and now and then you will find the rela- 
tive of a President or a Cabinet Minister. 
Many of them have traveled widely, and the 
great majority are educated and refined ladies. 
They do all kinds of work and receive saiaries 
ranging from $720 to $1,800 a year. As money- 
counters they are much more expert than 
the men, and the rapidity wth which 
they can count thousands upon thou- 
sands dollars without making” «a 
mistake makes your brain whirl as you watch 
them. These money-counters get about §75 a 
month, and they count millions of dollars every 
month.

Two Breakfasts, a Dinner, a Lunch, and a 
Supper—Six Hours and a Half Passed in 
Classes Girl Leaves School at 16, Then 
Learns Cooking and Housekeeping, and 
at 17 Comes Out in Society—Comparisons 
with the English System. ; 

English paper: It takes some time for a 
girl just fresh from an English home to get ao 
oustomed tothe German manner of living. 
But, when sbe has once conquered her preju- 
dices, she enjoys it quite as much, if not more, 
than the Engiish method. The Germans are 
much eartier in their hours tnan we are. In 
most places the schools begin at 7, some even 
as early as half-past 6, but all—even the latest 
—by 8 Breakfast is generally served at 7 or 
baif-past in winter and at hbalf-past 6 in the 
summer. This is no sit-down affair, but is 
taken standing or siitmg, each girl leaving the 
room as soon as she bas finished, without 
standing upon the ceremony of waiting for one 
another. It consists of a cup of coffee and one 
or two of the delicious German rolls called 
“veck” m South Germany and “semel” in 
the north. These differ entirely from our rolis, 
Doing crisper and lighter, and in shape re 
semoling two small sausages joined together. 

Immediately after breakfast each girl goes 
up to ber room, makes up her own bed, and 
tidtes her bedroom, for the Germans do not 
consider a young lady educated unless she is 
instructed in household work as well as in lau- 
guages, eto. and it is the custom as soon ag. a 
girl has finished with school, before she comes 
out in the world, to keep her for six months 
or so either at home or in a pension,“ 
where she can heipin the house—i. e., learn 
cooking of all kinds, superintend the servants, 
and be initiated into all the mysteries of house- 
keeping. 2 

At 8 o'clock the classes begin, each of which 
lasts an hour, and frequentiy takes the lorm 
ola lecture. In the finishing schools no one 
need take them who does not wish to, but 
when once in the room they must pay 
attention. There is no question of 
mum bdiing through the lesson _—icihaif- 
learned, or gettme off without being 
asked the things you don’t know.“ Either 
stay out of the room or learn the lessons set, 
and that thoroughly! At 10 o'clock a quarter 
of an bour's grace is allowed, when another 
roll is given out all round. and every one 
rushes out into the open air, whi.e the win- 
dows are fluug open to air the room. And 
here/a word about a vice usually ascribed to 
the Germans which they do not possess. They 
are generally supposed to be tond of sitting in 
stuffy rooms ana to have a general objection 
to fresh air. Now, this is a libel; the Ger- 
mans do not like draughts, and would thiok it 
certaia death to sit with door and window 
open at the same time; but fresh air they are 
quite as desirous of obtaining as the English, 
and, indeed, few Eng ieh giris spend so many 
of their spare moments in the garden as do the 
Germans. 

At 12 classes cease in winter, and a walk is 
generaliy taken. At l ociock comes dinner. 
of which soup is the first course. This is fol- 
lowed by what the Germans call rindflei seu“ 
and ‘the French “bouilli’’—the meat from 
which the soup is made—and is eaten with 
pickles, salad, borse-radish, brandied cherries, 
etc. This is succeeded by the roast meat or 
braten, which is veal, mutton, beef, or pork, 
which latter is always exten with the inevitable 
German dien, sauerkraut. The meat is cut 
quite differentiy irom ours, and it is indeeda 
work of some difficulty to recognize a leg of 
mutton in the crooked, sinewy joint which 
answers to that name in Gerwany. This meat 
is eaten with potatoes and other vegetables, as 
in England, and then the dinner is at an end. 

Even in private families it is considered a 
luxury to have puddings; and in schools they 
only appear on Sundays, and sometimes among 
Roman Catholics on Fridays and Wednesdays 
instead of meut. These puddings differ en- 
tirely trom ours, and consist of a kind of 
dumpling, made of bread or flour, but without 
fat of any kind, eaten with stewed fruit, which 
is served separately. 

Classes begin again at 2 o'clock and last till 
5, with a quarter of an hour's interruption at 
4, when bread with fruit in the summer, and 
jam or honey in the winter, supplies the place 
ot the coffee and cake taken in families. These 
afternoon classes generally consist of French or 
English conversation, during which the giris 


work at all kinds of embroidery and fancy 


Work. The Germans are always supposed to 
be such beautiful workers; and bere and 
there, among giris who have attended the work 
classes, you find some whoembroider exquisit- 
ly. But, as aruie, their ordinary plain work 
by no means exceeds that ot the English in 
neatness and finish. It is an amusme fact that 
it is the English girls who are famous there 
for being such good darners and menders gen- 
erally. 

The pupils are then free to do their prepara- 
tion for the next day until T o'clock, the usual 
hour for supper, which consists of meat and 
vegetables or salad, or else bread and butter 
with so-called tea. In spite ot the large 
proportion of water in the latter, it is always 
looked forward to as a treat. 

After supper in the summer the girls go for 
a walk; in che winter they study until 8 
o'clock, when they have prayers, and tren to 
bed 


Saturday isa whole holiday, consequently 
there are no lessons to prepare for it; and Fri. 
day evening is often spent in dancing, acting, 
or in little concerts among the girls, which 
make a pleasant change. 

Saturday morning is given to mending, un- 
less, as is often the case in the summer, 
an excursion be made to some neighboring 
Place. 

It will from this be seen that the German 
giris bave longer bours for study and work 


| harder during the day than the Enwiish. But 


although they do more while at school they 
leave much sooner than we do. At lb 
a girl leaves the “bigh school and 
goes to a finishing boarding-school to 
languages, literature, and bistory. At 16 she 
leaves school, learns cooking and housekeep- 
ing, and goes to private societies. At 17 she is 
considered out.“ and appears at ail the pub- 
lic balls, etc., enjoys every season for three or 
four years to her beart’s content, and then, at 
the age of 23 or 24, leaves off dancing. If not 
already married she setties down as an “old 
maid. Thus itis that at German balls the 
dancers consist. except for a very smaii mi- 
notity, either of uniformed girls just out of 
the school-room or blass“ belles already in 
tneir third or fourth season. Girls are brought 
60 soon into society that before their beauty 
bas time to ripen it begins to fade under the 
influence of late hours and continual excite- 
ment. This is perhaps one reason why Ger- 
man women age ae quickly. ; 

In Engiand eidetly ladies are often laughed 
at behind ‘their backs for dressing in too youtb- 
fula manner. The Germans goto the otner 


extreme; no sooner do they marry or reach 


the age of 25 than they think it necessary to 
wear unbecoming bonnets, dark silk dresses, 
old-fashioned manties. and to assume ail the 


Other signs of a lady advancing in years. 


German giris are always supposed either not 
to play at all orto play well. This is a very 
mistaken idea. They do not, asa rule, begin 
until about ll or 12 years of age, but almost 
every «iri learns then. Consequently they 
have much lost time to make up for. Taken 
as a whole, the Germans play about as well as 
the Eaglish, except, perhaps, that their touch 
is more exact and precise, owing to the fact 
that they play little else but classical music. 
Here and there a girl will be found who plays 
really very well, but it is the exception rather 
than the rule. 4

seriously than most Christians do their 
much shorter term. But when it is over they 
go infor very extensive rejuicings; some of 
them, perbaps, because it is over, and there 
are prospects of dancing and long nights at 
the open-air plays; others because they 
reflect. that fourteen weeks of abstinence 
and regular attendance M the pa 
godas oon “duty days” dave laid 
up a goodly store of merit towards another ex- 
istence. Aoyhow the village of Twantay was 
aliagog forthe fun in the evening. It was 
known that the hbeadman, an exceptionally 
pious old gentleman, was going to give aa elab- 
orately grand reception. There was also to be 
a religious play, and the village dancing troupe 
was going to outdo itself, and that was no 
smal} matter, for Twantay has a great name 
tor its tigure-dancing. So the girls were invis- 
ible all the afternoon, doing up their hair. 
weaving in the jessamine and sweet champak 
flowers, dusting their cheeks and necks over 
with the fragrant thanaka powder, brightening 
up the necklaces and other erticies of family 
jewelry, and generally making themselves 
ready for conquest. The lads were hardly less 
busy, smoothing out their brightest silk waist- 
cloths every half-hour or #0, trying the most 
effective set and twist of their brand-new 
turbans, and some of them even stealing a lit- 
tle of their sister's powder to tone down their 
complexions with, ‘Tne rest of their time they 
spent in moping almlesly up and down the 
village street, every now and then nervously 
rebearsing to themselves the pretty speeches, 
the quotations from the plays and the 
Rangoon song-books, of which they 
were gomg to deliver themselves to the giris 
that night. The older men were loilling about 
smokmg and .watehing their women-foik as 
they set the house in order for the reception 
of possible cailers when darkness came on. I 
was to the fuil excited as everybody else, per- 
haps more 60, for I had just emerged from the 
monastery, just thrown off tue monkish yellow 
robe, and oame out into“ the world” again, 
My father was a bunter, and as such fore- 
doomed to Hell, ali the more so because 
he caught fish as well as killed deer 
and trained dogs to beat the jungle 
for the Englishmen who sometimes 
came over for a day’s shooting. It is, 
perhaps, bardly necessary for me to say that 
to kil, to take life, which all can take but 
none can give, is the most grievous sun 
Buddhist can commit. Therefore my father, 
in the faint bope that be might vicariously a 
little better bis chance towards another exist- 
ence, had made me stay three Lents—that is, 
three years—in the monastery; a Lent for o:m, 
a Lent for my mother, and a Lent for myself. 
I went in and studied my Palilauds and ritual, 
and went the morning rounds with the begging 
bowl, and longed to get out again, and at last 
here I was, turned 17, and once more tree to 
ok atthe giris without being reproved by 
the monks and made to do penance for it by 
the old abbot. 1 was my mother’s pet son, and 
she was secretly delighted that I bad refused 
definitiy to be ordained a wonk, for then 1 
should never dave looked upon ber again, ex- 
cept in a pitying way, as au inferior creature, 
and certainiy could never have spoken to ber. 
Therefore she taiked my father out of his dis- 
appointment, and bought me a grand new 
dogs tooth waist-cloth, just come from 
Mandalay, a brilliant satin jacket, and a turban 
of the newest flowered tasbion. 1 was as con- 
vinced assbe was that I should be the most 
elegantly dressed youth at the reception that 
night. The number of times 1 dressed myseif 
that afternoon and inspected the hang of the 
waisteloth and the proper way of winding on 
my turban, so that it should not be too obvious 
that my bead was shaved, must have been 
beyond reckoning. The mirror was a smal 
thing, the size of the palm of one’s band, with 
a colored photograph of a Chinese woman on 
the back of it. Oulv a little portion of myself 
could be seen in it at a time, but it did good 
- service notwithstanding. 

At last night came on, and about an hour 
afterwards the reception time. All the more 
substantial people, espegiaily those who bad 
subscribed anything towards the feast, kept 
open house. The bouses were literally opened. 
The bamboo-woven sides, hinged at the top, 
were propped up, and formed a kind of porcn 
Outside. There never ie more than one story 
in. a Burmese house, for it is highly 
indecorous to have any one waiking 
or sitting over your guests, let alone 
yourself. Two-thirde of the building 
is oceupied by the main room; the rest of the 
vstablisoment is screened off by elaborate 
sewn tapestries, representing scenes at court 
and in the religious plays. In front of this sit 
the women of the house, the mistress in the 
middle and the others and invited relatives to 
right and left, according to their ane. All 
or them are dressed in their very 
best, and decked out with every arti- 
cle of jewelry they mg ber can borrow or 
hire. Before them are tables and benches 
heaped with good things—ealrds, sweetmesta, 

- tea, and lemonade, with more solid provisions 
tor those who do more than make a mere cali 
to present their compliments and good wishes 
for the coming rice season. The good man of 
the bouse lounges about witb his sons, and 
does the honors, and occasionally strolis off a 
bit down the street to make a neighborly call 
himself. 

My father, of course, as a hunter, could have 
no reception of this kind. He might have dis- 
played silver bowis by the score, and offered 
betel-nut and lemonade in cartloads and bogs- 
beads, fish-paste from the most dainty maker, 
iguanas’ eggs from Pegu side, or pickled tea 
fresh down from the northern hilis, but no one 
would have come near him. so I was free to 
go about as much as | pleased, and I rather re- 
joiced in my liberty. After three years of 
monastery rule and monastery hours a little of 
woridiy vanities goes a very loug way, and at 
17 a Burmanis a man. There are certainiy 
very few of that age who have not got a 
sweetheart, and | was quite resolved to cease 
to * singular in this way as soon as | possibly. 
could, 

I bardly expected, however, to be enslaved 
80 soon as turned out to be the case. The tirss 
bouse | went to was, of course. that of the 
Village headman. That was a matter of duty, 
tor I did not expect to be well received there. 
As a matter ot fact he a:imply bowed stiffly in 
reply tomy salute, and turned to some one 
else. His good wife was a iittie more cordial, 
asked me if 1 was glad to get out of the mon- 
ustery again, was astonished that I bad grown 
80 big, and invited me to have a cigar 
and some lemonade. I was, bowever, about 
to make off as quickly as I could toa place 
where | might be more at my ease when I 
caught sight of the daughter of the bouse 
down at the end of the row. Surely that could 
not be the little chit I used to know three 
years ago! But it was Ma Hia,”’ Mise Pretty, 
as her name means when turued into English, 
and never was a name more appropriate, She 
was quite grown up now, though three years 
younger than myeelf, and sbe was most dan- 
gerousiy beautitul. Her face was round. ber 
eyes loug and narrow, and shaded b lounge eye- 
lasues, and ber cheeks most charmingly plump. 


But perhaps it would be safer not to give a de- 


tailed description, for English canons of 
beauty are not the same as Burmese; be- 
sides that, t is the proper thing to say that ber 
loveliness baffled description. I will only add 
that I noticed immediateiy that she had ac 
quired the backward curve of the arm, at- 
tained b, loosening the elibow-joint, which is 
looked upon asso great an elegance by Bur- 
mese belles, that she could sway her shoulders 
in the captivating way first introduced by the 
famous Mandalay Diva, who bas dunced and 
sung before so many Englishmen, from Lord 
Mayo downwards, and that the lovks of hair 
worn by ali Burmese maidens, and called 
„ Heigh-ho or a nusband! by rude and heart- 
Whole personages, hung down over her ears 
with a most seductive curi about them. 

I bad studied amatory literature in the mon- 
astery by the light of the moono—pila s ia 
whicb the Prince uses the most ardent language 
wite regard to bis Princess usuaily lost in the 
de pt os of the jungle through the machinations 
of some evil-disposed spirit—and the song- 
books from Rangoon, fuli of the most seraphic 
modes of address. Often I bad got thrashed 
tor it by some splenetuuc monk who had siept 
too much through the course of the day and 
was wandering about when he ought to bave 
been in bed; but now l was going to reap the 
advantage. I would prove that, thougn it 
might be difficult to get hold of my hair except

There were so many people there that I could 
see nothing of Ma Hia, but I notived that the 
rice-broker’s son was still there. I began to 
detest him. A confounded town coxcomb like 
thut was sure to know the song-books a good 
deal better than Idd. He would make Ma 
Hla fastidious. The nosegay of lines mirnt 
not be such a telling idea after ail. I waiked 
off in wrath to the country dance at the other 
end of the street, but I could find no more eut- 
isfaction in it than that there was not a girl 
there that was half so pretty as my “ Miss 
Pretty.“ 

Then I remembered that in a couple of hours. 
or less. ali the calls would be over, the women 
would put off their jewelry and wa round the 
village to see a Httle of the play and the dan- 
cing and the long piles of food that were to be 
presented to the monks when day broke. I 
might see Ma Hia again, and find out whether I 
had made any impression ou her. Sol hurried 
down the village street again and took up my 
station nearly opposit the headman’s house. 
There was a big image of a dragon witha 
man inside it capering up and down there, and 
making violent attempts to cateh two mortais 
who were supposed to have strayed near its 
lair. This, I thought, would excite the curios- 
ity of the women folk. They would want to 
come out and see the fun, which waxed very 
loud when the dragon's pasteboerd tail caught 
the legs of some one in the crowd and knocked 
him over. But they were a very long time 
about it, and I never thoughtan hour cou.d be 
80 tedious. At last, however. there was a stir; 
the girls got up and retired behind the tapea- 
try. They bad gone to put away their neck- 
laces and bracelets, which were far 
too valuable to expose to a chance tbief 
in the open streets. The taking off and lock 
ing up of these took hours, as it appeared to 
me, but at last, just when | was beginning to 
despair. out they came, old mother and some 
aunts and Ma Hia, and some servant women to 
bring up the rear. I was not much better off 
than before. She was guarded by the old 
ladies in front and the old women behind. But, 
at any rate, I could see der, and 1 followed, 
siaring my bardest. At last they spread out 
a little bit when they came to the benches 
groaning with the fruit and rice and fish 
and betel and other delicacies to be pre 
sented to the monks, and I stole up denind Ma 
Hia and Whispered: Suall you be at the 
monks’ alms feast next week“ She looked 
scared for a minute, ana then pouted, and final- 
ly replied, ** Yes, at Pyinva-Zawata’s ward, you 
naughty man.“ Before I coula fluster my 
thanks the auots bad closed up, and sliurtly 
afterwards the whole party went off bome 
again. It was nine days to the charity 
feast, when the villagers hired the dif- 
ferent bouses in the monastery compound, 
made offerings to the pagodas, and pre 
sented abundant alms in the shape of eat- 
abies to the abbot and the suvordinate brethren 
of the yellow robe. Never. did a week seem to 
me to pass slower than that one. It was longer 
than all the three years I bad passed as a neo- 
phyte in this very monastery. Fortunately I 
had something to oooupy me. There were to be 
boat-races on the Great Royal Lake in Rangoon 
tor prizes offered by the Eoglisn Boat Club, and 
Twantay had determined to send a boat. I was 
chosen as one of the twenty of a crew, having 
been always in the habit of paddiing we 
monks about when I was in the monasters ; 
besides that I often aided my father in his fish- 
ing expeditions. We went out every at ternoon, 
and practiced rowing in time to the viliage 
boatimg song, and bad an occasional burst up 
and down in a Vain attempt to keep pace with 
some of the steam launches which came up. 

In addition to this I had a great triumph. 
There was some boxing on the village green 
one afternoon, and I challenged the rice- 
broker's son to a round. Burmese boxing has 
a good deal of simiiarity to the Frenct 
savate. You are allowed to strike with your 
feet as well as with your bands, the main dif- 
ference being that you have no shoes on, and 
that you leap in the air when you deiiver a 
kick. My rival was cleverer with bis hands 
than I was, and if it bad been confined to that 
I should probably have got the worst of 
it; but be seemed to be somewhat shaky about 
the legs, and any bow could not jump as I did. 
Twice I got him on the top of the bead with 
my foot, and bowled him over, and finally 
planted my heel in his mouto, and cut bis |) ps. 
First bivod always decides a boxing match in 
Burma, 80 1 retired victorious. Ma Hla did 
not see it; girls in Burma do not go to such 
performances, nor indeed do they walk about 
at all, except with some definit object, such 
as going to the pagoda orto the bazaar. But 
the old beadman was there. He was a keen 
sportsman, notwithstanding ali his piety, and 
be said: That's right, my boy, just let's see 
you row as well as you box, and we'll beat the 
Peru men yet. This was great condescension 
on bis part, and already |] saw myself courting 
Ma Hila in the orthodox way—with the pareotai 
permission. I felt persuaded be would teli the 
girl about the boxing, and baif hopedto be 
complimented on jit next time Il saw ber. At 
any rate, I had puta stopper on the broker's 
son for a time. He woutd never go round 
pilandering with bis lips swollen and bleeding. 

So the way was c.ear lor my grand coup. It 
is a Very Common tam with Burmese soupir- 
ants to present their dulcineas with a silk neck- 
erchief, and it is considered a particularly chic 
thing to write a poem on the corner of it. This 
I determined to do, and labored iong into the 
night in my -efforts to produce something 
telling. Of course the song-books were out of 
the question as aids here. They were all very 
well as a matter of memory, but when it came 
to a se: ious undertaking of this kind original 
composition was indispensable. At last 1 
thought the foilowing would do:

Next night, however, I was 
in better luck. About 9:30 Ma Hla dangled 
her bandkercbief—my handkercehief—trom the 
lattice, and I made ail haste to get up.the steps. 
Burmese houses are invariabiy built on piles, 
bigher or lower according to the dampness of the 
neighborhood or the chances of wild beasts in- 
vading the village. I had two companions with 
me, strapping young fishermen, who d d plenty 
ot work in the village boat, but were otherwise 
decidediy raw and lubberly. They boggied 
somewhat at going to visit so grand a young 
lady; but I woh them over dy promising to 
write love-verses for them to their flames. 
Their great recommendation was tha, they 
were so countrified that they would not dare to 
open their lips and interrupt my fimrbts. 

Following usual custom, I dastily murmured 
tne words Oun namaw Bohdda ya” seven 
times into my closet bands, witbout déraw- 
ing a breath, while my companions were 
biundering up the steps after me. Without 
this charm a lover’s meeting would be sure to 
end lil. Then we went in. Ma Hia was sitting, 
dressed in her best, with three of her cousins 
to bear her compaay. 

I bowed, and said with a flourist: 

“The Hanthawaddy giris are all peerless;

Story fascinates the reader, the fascination is 


that of horror, not of purpose or artist o ra 

ture. And when the end has been — 
there is no reaction—no sense that so much 
pain has been endured for any good result. 
The reader will wish to forget rather than re- 
member, just as be woula wish to forget the 
slaughter of a railway accident or the ruins of 
a fatal conflagration. But it is also true that 
hie recoliecuons of the book will be more en- 
durabie than was the actual perusal of it. The 
memory instinctive.y softens the more repul- 
sive features. and dwelis upon the cloudy 
visions ot spiendor and of fantastic beauty: 
and he wiilthus recognize what was best in 
Flaubert and condone what was bad. He 
based his reputation upon **Salammbé6,”’ and 


‘it contains qualities which prevent speedy 


oblivion; but the true wnronicier of 
ancients is still to come. 

One of the most remarkable scenes is that in 
which Salammbo communes with the sacred 
python in the temple, previous to her advent- 
ure in M&tho’atent. After baving performed 
ber mystic ablutions by rubbing her ears, 
heels, and. the thumb of her right nand with 
the blood of a black dog stranglea by a barren 
woman ou a winter's night io the ruins of a 
sepulchre, she began to disrobe, removing her 
earrings, neckiace, bracelets, and iong white 
Simarra; then loosed her hair, and for some 
minutes shook her tresses gently over her 
shoulders to refresh and disentangle them. Ai! 
ihe while astrain of monotonous music was 
piaying without, and Salammbé, chanting and 


the 


{ swaying her body, allowed ber garments to 


failone by one to the floor. Presently the 
beavy tapestry trembled, ahd above the cord 
that sustained it the bead of the python ap- 
peared. He descended siowly, hke a drop of 
water trickling along a wall, ana giided between 
the stuffs spread out, then poised himself 
erect and darted his brilliant eyes upon Sa- 
lammbo. A shudder of cold, or modesty per- 
haps, at first made her hesitate. But sue went 
forward; the python lowered himeslf, aligut- 
ing upon the vape of ner neck in the middie of 
his body, allowing bis head and tal to bang 
dowa like a broken necklace and traii on the 
fioor. Salammb6 rolled them around her sides, 
under ber arms, between ber knees; then, tak- 
ing bim by the jaw, she drew his little triangu- 
lar mouth close to her teeth, and with haif- 
closed eyes sbe bent back under the moon's 
rays. The white light seemed to enshroud ber 
in asilvery fog; the tracks of her wet feet 
shone on the stones; stars twiakied in the 
depths of the water; the python tightened 
against ber his black coils, speckled with spots 
of gold; Salaimb6 panted under his too heavy 
weight; her loins gave wayv—she feilt that she 
was dying; the pytbon patted her thighs softly 
with his tail; them the music ceased, and he 
feli down.”’ ‘ 

Another picture. characterietic of the kind 
of description which Flaubert permits bimself, 
is the crucifixion of Hanno, who, in addition 


to his other unpleasant qualities, was a victim | 


of leprosy. “His captors pulled off what re- 
mained of his clothing, revealing the horrors 
ot his person. Ulcers covered this nameless 
mass; the fat of his legs concealed his toe 
nalis; the flesh hung like green rags to his 
fingers: the tears which ran beiween the 
tubercies of bis cheeks made his visage some- 
thing shockingly deplorable, and had the ap- 
pearance of ocoupying more space than on 
any otherbuman face. His royai bandeau, 
balf untied, traved with his long white hair in 
the dust. Belheving that the ropes were not 
sufficiently strong to swing bim up to the top 
of the cross, they nuiled him to it before it 


was erected, in the Punic mode. He 
frothed and writhea like A marine 
monster stranded and killed on the 


shore. Meanwhile Hamilcar, watching from 
the citadel. say in the distance the gleam 
of a broad gold fillet from the summit of we 
cross: “It hung upon the shoulder of the cru- 
cified one, for the arm on that side was want- 
ing, and Hamilcar wich difficulty recognized 
Hanno., His spongy bones giving way under 
the iron nails, portions of his limbs bad be- 
come detached, and there only remained ea the 
cross shapeiless fragments, like portions of an: 
mais hung upon a hanter’s door.“ 

To say after this (and there are numberless 
scenes fully as revolting) chat Saiammbé”’ 
**awakens only noble thoughts despite its sen- 
suous settmg. and that “it is like an exquisit 
piece of Greek sculpture, mighty, yet too 
ethereal in its beauty for modern hands to 
create, set against a background of sumptuous 
color ’’—to say this would seem to indicate an 
imperfect perception of the meaning of lau- 
guage. Nevertheless, that, and much more to 
the same effect; is what Mr. Edward King 
writes in his introduction. It is to Fiaubert’s 
credit that his biok should bave survived in 
apite of such faults and such defenders.

A fashion that has stood the test of time may 
be fairly regarded as having considerable mer- 
it} it bas, in fact, become an institution, and 
bas thereby passed beyond the domain of fash- 
jon, which can henceforth affect it only so far 
as to modify details, leaving the institution 
itself unchanged. 

The simple costume which bas been for many 
years the recognized evening dress of a gentie- 
man is such an institution, and, like most sun, 
has come to its present estate by slow degrees. 
The change from the velvet and satin coats, the 
embroidered waistcoats, and the gay colors of 
the last century to the plain black of today 
could not have taken place all at once. Whetb- 
er it was owing to the progress of what 
are called democratic ideas, or to the. growing 
commercial spirit that disdained to devote 
much thought to a thing so little practical“ 
as the elaboration of male attire, or merely to 
a desire for simplicity, begotten of society's 
weariness of the old costumes, matters not; the 
fact is that the modern dress suit had become 
established, though perhaps not universaliy 
worn, more than fifty years ago. Certain pe- 
cullarities which marked its earlier period, 
such as the high rolled and stuffed coat-ooilar, 
the blue coat with brass buttons, the satin 
waistcoat, and the white trousers for summer, 
have passed away and bave never been re- 
vived. For the last thirty years the dress 
= bas undergone very little alteration in- 

During that time it has been the subject of 
& good deal of unfavorable comment. Artiste 
complain that it is unpicturesque; literary men 
assail it on various grounds. Dr. Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, in “Elsie Venner,“ expresses 
himself to this effect; ** Nothing but a gentie- 
man is endurabie in full dress. Hair that 
masses well, a bead set on with an air, a 
neckerchief tied cleverly by an easy practiced 
hand, close-fitting gloves, feet well shaped and 
well covered—these advantages can make us 
forgive the odious sable broadcloth suit, whicn 
appears to have been adopted by society on 
tne same principle that condem all the 
Venetian gondolas to perpetual and uniform 
blackness."" Other persons, unable to raise 
artistic objections or to express them in liter- 
ary style, repeat the old story tnat evening 
dress makes a gentieman look like a waiter. 

Attempts have been made to change the 
principal features of the dress suit, and even 
to do away with it altogether aud substitute 
something else in its place. The white waist- 
coat comes and goes, ieading upon the whole 
rather a spasmodic existence; velvet coat col- 
lars appear and disappear; persons who are 
fond of color take kindly to red silk stockings. 
Mr. Oscar Wilde lectured ina suit of velvet, 
with knee-breecbes, but, so far as I am aware, 
be had no imitators; and when he bad made all 
the money he could make by the dispiay of his 
eccentricities, he himself returned to the 
habiliiments of ordinary humanity. Within 
the last few yeurs certain tailors, possibly 
emulous of their biethren of Tooley,street, 
thinking that they could set the fashion, have 
published what they call fashion plates show- 
ing a singular-looking combination of scow- 
shaped coat and lavender trousers, out as this 
arrangement has never been adopted by gen- 
tlemen, it is of even less account than Mr. 
Wilde's attire. 

There must, Ithink, be some good reason 
why the dress suit thus easily holds its own 
against these various assaults by word and 
deea. The reason I take to be that it possesses 
certain qualities which meet the requirements 
of society, and which therefore commend it to 
society, and make it, upon the whole, a very 
satisfactory costume. It is, in the firat place, 
distinctively unlike morning dress. If 
do, 


a man wears, as many men a 
light suit during business hours he 
finds the plain biack of his evening 


suit a sufficiestly marked change of color; if 
be prefers, as many do. especially lawyers and 
doctors, to dress habitually ia black. be finds 
the shape or bis eveumm coat and the low 
waisteost displaying the broad expanse of 


shirt-front a sufficiently marked change of. 


form, showing bow much can be done in the 
way of chunge without the aid of color. The 
dtess suit is not a uniform in the technical 
sense; it is in the nature of a uniform, in that 
it is the same forall, and that its use belongs 
to special occasions of more or less ceremony. 
Its quality of invariableness gives it the im- 
portant advantage of being inexpensive. Un- 
doubtediy the eye tires less quickly of a plain 
black than of way colors; and if we were to go 
back to the style of dress of the last century a 
man of fashion would want many evening suits, 
just as a woman of fashion wants many even- 
ing gowns, merely for the sake of variety. The 
result would be to increase considerably. and 
to most men unpleasantiy, the cost of living. 
Being what itis, the dress suit is a very eco- 
nomical costume. I think there can be no 
question that it is also convenient and com- 
tortable. i 

There is, however, an esthetic consideration 
which is perbaps more important than apy- 
thing else as a reason why the dress suit keeps 
so strong a hold on society. It is the fact that 
this costume possesses the quality of simplic- 
ity. Whatever may have been the case in for- 
mer times, modern taste does demand that 
a wontleman shall be quiet and unobtrusive in 
his personal appearance. An article entitled 
ne Development of the Dude, was pub- 
lished in the Nation a few years ago, 
the writer of which showed that there 
were certain points common to the old- 
fashioned swell and the cad; notably the 
swell’s loudness of Gress and manner, which 
the cad could and did imitate toa certain ex- 
tent; but when the dude came, with his simpier 
style. the cad found his occupation gone. 
There was sometbing the gentieman could be 
which be could pot be. I think that this change 
will account for the intense batred which the 
cad seems to entertain towards the dude, both 


| word and thing. Carrying the anaiogy further, 


Ithink it will also account for the tact which 
I have already mentioned by quoting Dr. 
Holmes expression, nothing but a gentleman 
is endurabie in full dress.” The fact is 
readily seen, but is not easily accounted for, 
except on the theory that a gentieman 
needs not to hide his personality under 
the adventitious surroundings of showy 
costume. ina word, the gentieman can bear 
simplicity; be whois less than a geutleman 
cannot. Therefore it is that modern taste, 
which demands a comparatively simple cos- 
tume at all times, demands the simplest of all 
on occasions of the greatest ceremony. 

Regarding the walter objection which I 
mentioned, I can oniy ask if even at the most 
crowded assemblages any geutieman has ever 
yet been taken for a waiter, or ever bas mis- 
taken any waiter fora guest. I cannot heip 
thinking that some at least of those who make 
use of tuts plea do not feel quite sure that 
they themselves may not be the subjects of a 
mistake of this kind. 

The artistic objection that the dress suit is 
unpicturesque deserves more respectful con- 
sideration. Aimost ali modern male attire is 
less picturesque than classic or medieval cos- 
tume. But not only Aress, but manuers and 
customs and babits of living bave greatly 
changed. The upver ciasses among the 
ancients seem to have lived more in public 
than people do now. As we look at them in 
history we see a constant panorama, in which 
the chief persons move before us in striking 
and picturesque attitudes. They seem aiways 
posing, as if they expected to be looked at 


admiringly by the multitude. Processions, 


and military, and eccies:astical dis- 
occupied a great part of their 
time. Naturally enough their dress adapt- 
ed itself to their circumstances. Modern 
dress adapts itself to modern circumstances, 
We may well be content to lose in picturesque- 
ness what we have gained in comfort. A 
poctra.t or statee of a modern gentieman, the 
fieure clad in evening or morning dress, is 
perbaps a less picturesque object than a simi-

The Eastern members of the American 
Library Association, on their way to attend 
the convention at Milwaukee, were the guests 
of the city yesterday. At ll o'clock City 
Librarian Poole presented thirty of the ladies 
and gentiemen to Mr. Stone, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trade, at his office in the building. 
Under bis guidance the party was taken upon 
the floor, and the cabalistic figures on the 
blackboards explained. There was nothing 
doing in provisions or corn, but for 
half an hour the boys in the wheat pit 
furnished an entertainment well worth 
the visitors’ attention. of the 
noise and confusion on the floor, the party 
took an elevator trip througb the building, and 
then walked down to inspect the new library 
room in the City-Hall. ' 

They were then assembled in the rooms of 
the Library Board on the third floor, and Dr. 


‘Swazey, Chairman of the Board, called the 


meeting to order and welcomed the visitors to 
the city. At the conclusion of bis address he 
introduced bis Honor, Carter H. Harrison, who 
extended a welcome on bebalf of tne city, and 
entered into an explauauon of Chicago's liter- 
ary position at present. The city bad bitherto 
been devoted to material pursuits and her lit- 
erary reputation was to be found in the future. 
He. knew there were fine private libra- 


ries in the city, but thought tha” 
books were bought for their bindings 
and for the reading of future generations. 


In Chicago's literary growth me public library 
would play a great part, and the speaker, as 
usual, announced bimself as the father and 
sole projector of that library. He ended by 
explaining that while the people in other 
places were fanning themseives in their sleep 
those of Chicago and Milwaukee were sieeping 
under blankets and rising from each cool 
night ready to meet the emergencies of the 
hottest day. 

Mr. Justen Winsor, librarian of Harvard 
College, thanked the speakers for their cordial 
welcome and threw out the thought that meet- 
ings of this kind led to a forgetfulness of all 
sectional differences and of the rivairies of 
various educational iustitutions. He was 
sure bis colleague from Yale carried in bis heart 
atinge of the Harvard crimson and was cer- 
tain that many traces of Yaie'’s blue could be 
found about hie own. 

Mr. Edison Van Name, librarian of Yale, 
only felt called upon to indorse the sentiments 
expressed by Mr. Winsor, feeling that he could 
do so truly in the light of the outcome of the 
recent boat-race. 1 

Mr. Dewey ot Columbia had time to mention 
n ot his college ball- club by a scare 
of 5 t. 0. 4: 

The Mayor then called upon Gen. A. C. Mo-

Northwest. Henry Irving, the great actor, 
had purchased $600 worth of books bere, claim- 
ing that he could not find them in London, and 
Mr. Richardson, the great Boston architect and 
book connoisseur, had invested $1,200, saying 
that he was going back to have the Boston 
dealers come here to learn bow to run a book- 
store. ; 

Ald. Shorey, Dr. Burroughs, and Superintend- 
ent Howland were then dragged to the front by 
the Mayor to talk to the. librarians. The first 
told of the promised greatness of the Newberry 
Library, the second invited them to cume down 
to the Chicago University and look through 
the telescope, and the last chiefly acknow!- 
edged the indebtedness of the public schools 
here and all over the country to all libraries. 
In adjourning the meeting Mr. Harrison in- 
vited the convention to meet in Chicago at an 
early date, since all things from a President 
down found the city the best place to start a 
successful enterprise.

‘THE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


It Will Be Open for Book-Borrowers at 9 
O'Clock This Morning— How the New 
Quarters Are Fitted Up and How to Reach 
Them. 

. The Public Library will open for business in 
its new quarters on the fourth floor of the 
City-Hall at 9 o’clock this morning. Carpenters 
and polishers were still at work on some of the 
rooms yesterday and will not be finished for a 
week yet, but the main business-rooms are 
ready and all arrangements completed for the 
service of the public. Yesterday waz a sort 
of show holiday at the library. Invitations had 
been sent out to coupty and city officials, cler- 
gymen, newspaper-men, school and college 
vfficiais, and a host of people of more or less 
prominence, to come and see the library in its 
new home, and the library officiajs were kept 
pretty Dusy most of the day answering the 
questions of the numerous visitors. 

While thé new quarters are notby any 
means all that could be desired in a public 
library meantto supply the wants of a city 
like Chicago they are infinitly saperior to the 
old rooms on Dearborn street. The first great 
advantage is that the book-borrowers will not 
have to climb up-staire. The two long flights 
of stairs which one bad to climb in the old 
building before reaching the lending or refer- 
ence departments, and the additional flight to 
be mounted to reach the reading or periodical 
department, were sufficient to keep many peo- 
ple from. usmg the library who will be constant 
patrons in the new quarters. The tibrary floor 
is reached by six elevators—two at the north 
entrance to the City-Hall, two at the south en- 
trance, and two in the centre adjacent to the 
La Saile street entrance—and two more eleva- 
tors are in process of construction and will be 
finished by the end of the month. These istter 
two will de beside the two cen- 
tral elevators, and are intended 
for the exclusive use of library visitors, 
making no stop between the nt and 
fourth floor. The library quarters are divided 
into sixteen rooms. The principal one is the 
large central hall, which is the library proper 
or circulating department. It is 82x96 feet. and 
about three-fourths of the space 1s occupied 
by rows of double book-shelvyes. The re- 
mainder of the space is given to the agcom- 
modation of the public, and is partitioned off 
by a long counter, over which the borrowers 
will be served. The general arrangement is 


similar to that followed in the old building, 


There is a section of counter for men only, 
another section for women, and a third for 
juveniles. Then there is a cross-section for 
registration: and issuance of cards and certifi- 
cates. 

Over this ball a central gallery or second! 
floor has been erected, which will be used as 
the reading-room. ‘The limited capacity of the 
new quarters made this gailery necessary. 
The Library Board hopes to induce the 
City Counvil to part with another room 
on the same floor, opposit the Council 
Chamber, and if this is obtained the nc wepaper 
The erection of 
this reading gallery has darkened the main hall 
so much that artificial light will be needed both 
in gallery and main bali ali day long. The 
lighting facilities, however, are abundant, the 
bookshelves bemg fitted with portable in- 
candescent lamps. and both hall and gallery 
being well supplied with stationary incande- 
scent lights, as well as with gas. The im- 
provements in the reference department are 
especially striking. Instead of the little 
crowded oorner with three or four tables 
age the pubiic 
n 
large, airy, well-lighted and 
nished reference-room of about forty feet 
square, Opening out into which is a Smaller 
room where the reterence books are stored. 
The med ical and patent reference libraries are 
stored in three rooms south of the main hall. 


The other rooms inciude the offices of the 


Librarian and ry, the delivery-station 
department, the board and committee rooms. 
and the storage rooms and empioyés’ dress m- 
rooms. The total staff of the library, including 
the boys who assist from 6 to 8:30 m the even- 
mgs, numbers about fifty. The absence of 
newspaper files will probably largely reduce 
the number of visitors to the reading depart- 
ment, while the increased accommodatons and 
more central location will undoubtedly in- 
crease the work of the circulation department.

Mr. Cieveland’s jokes in papers of state are 
not only undignified, showing his inability to 
rise to the dignity of his high position, but are 
also cruel to the last degree. His attempt to 
ridicule the veteran cavairyman’s claim for in- 
jury by being thrown upon the pommel of his 
saddle clearly proves the President's lack of 
sympathy with the heroes. of the War and 
utter ignorance of the subject. Mr. Cleve- 
land knows as littie about a McClellan saddle 
as did McClellan himseif of what a soldier 
actually needed in that line of equipment. No 
more useless as well as dangerous device for 
injuring its Occupant than the McClellan saddle 
can be conceived. For dress parade it was a 
periect success, and helped establish the repu- 
tation of its inveator or promoter as baving 
no rival in this essential of military greatness, 
the deplorable lack of which Gen. Grant never 
recovered from.
